SPEAK FOR HIM 


A Loyal White Rat, He De- 
nounces Harry’s Policy 


Protests Against the Practice 
of Putting Words Into 


Unwilling Mouths of Many 
Working and Traveling Actors 


New York, Jan, 31.—*i do not pro- 
pose to allow Mr. Mountford to speak 
for me without authority. I am with 
Mountford heart and soul in any con- 
structive work he may undertake for 
the good of the order, but I am against 
his present policy of looking for a 
fight. 

“I sincerely regret Mr. Mountford’s 
articles, for they are proving a set- 
back to the progress of the vaudeville 
actor toward a better understanding 
with his employer, and they are rem- 
inisent of the strife engendered by 
him in the days of the ill-fated 
Player.” 

In these few published sentences, 
which form part of a somewhat 
lengthy, but wholly to the point and 
mightily convincing statement, Bert 
Levy, the well-known vaudeville car- 
toonist and headliner, makes plain his 
attitude against the policies adopted 
by Harry Mountford in his alleged 
campaign to bring about justice for 
the White Rats Actors’ Union of 
America. Another strong paragraph 
in Mr. Levy's statement reads: 

“As a life member of the order I 
think I have the right to protest 
against the words put into the un- 
willing mouths of many working and 
traveling White Rats by Mr. Harry 
Mountford.” 

One portion of Mr. Levy's statement 
gives proof of the fact that the vaude- 
ville managers of the country were 
practically at the point of devoting one 
day's receipts from every vaudeville 
house in the nation towards a fund fer 
the establishing of a haven of refuge 
for broken-down vaudevillians, but 
that Mountford’s policy has, for the 
time being at least, nipped this great 
project in the bud. Commenting on 
this feature Mr. Levy says: 

“The present attitude of Mr. Mount- 
ford as spokesman for our order post- 
pones indefinitely the day when such 
a dream may be realized.” 

Here is a vaudevillian, a White Rat, 
and a recognized topliner, who has the 
courage of his convictions to say just 
what he feels. He is one of the many 
who are bitterly opposed to the tactics 
of Mountford, and the clique back of 
him, but he is only one of a few who 
have the nerve to come into the open

New York, Jan. 28.—The upwards 
of 800 men and women who attended 
the first annual dinner of the Motion 
Picture Board of Trade of America, 
in the grand ball room of the Hotel 
Biltmore last night, did not hear from 
the lips of President Wilson the 
speech on Preparedness, which it was 
generally presumed he would deliver, 
but they did hear a remarkably in- 
teresting address along general lines, 
in which Mr. Wilson, for the first time 
since becoming the chief executive of 
the nation, made it quite plain that 
he is possessed of an unusually well 
defined sense of humor, while at the 
same time able to speak on generalities 
in such a manner as to hold his au- 
ditors at rapt attention. 

The President delegated his remarks 
on Preparedness to Hon. John Purroy 
Mitchel, Mayor of New York, who

AMENDED BILL 
ON CENSORSHIP 
COMES UP FOR 
VOTE ON FRIDAY 


Crafts - Paramount Substitute 
Stands Little Chance 


Metro Resents Intimation That 
It Favors Censorship 


Is Not a Party to Legislation 
Now Sought by Paramount 


New York, Jan. 31.—The next im- 
portant step in the fight which is be- 
ing waged in Washington for Federal 
censorship of films will be taken on 
Friday of this week, when the sub- 
stituted Crafts-Paramount Dill, so- 
ealled by the interests identified with 
the Motion Picture Board of Trade 
of America, which is fighting tooth 
and nail any and all forms of censor- 
ship, will come up for vote before the 
House Educational Committee, to de- 
termine whether it will be reported to 
the House, or killed in committee. The 
Crafts-Paramount bill, which is a sub- 
stitute for the original Hughes-Crafts 
measure, and which was so vigorously 
combatted for six days in hearings be- 
fore the House Educational Commit- 
tee, provides for an alleged censor- 
ship under conditions drafted by the 
Paramount interests, including the 
Famous Players and Lasky Company, 
and which, it is contended by the Mo- 
tion Picture Board of Trade and its 
allied interests, is utterly contrary 
to all principles of’ American freedom 
of speech and expression, and as not 
being the wish or will of the motion 
picture industry as a whole. 

Advices from Washingt«n indicate 
that the Educational Committee is 
very much undecided as to what atti- 
tude it will assume when the bill comes 
up for a vote on Friday. As fore- 
cast in The Billboard two weeks ago 
the committee is very much divided, 
at that time standing eight for the 
original Crafts-Hughes bill, and seven 
as favoring the motion picture peo- 
ple and bitterly opposed to the meas- 
ure. When Crafts, at the final session 
of the committee, withdrew the orig- 
inal bill, against which so much op- 
position had been aroused, and 
offered the substitute, which was 
drafted with the assistance of the 
*aramount interests, a decided change 
of attitude was noticeable among the 
committee men, who were at a loss to 
understand why Crafts, after urging 
the passage of the original bill at two 
sessions of Congress, should suddenly 
decide upon a substitute which was 
drafted, in the main, by motion pic- 
ture manufacturers themselves. 

The seven members of the commit- 
tee who opposed the original bill as

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Spanish Opera 


Originally Designed for Production at 
the Grand Opera, Paris, Given 
Premiere at Metropolitan 


New York, Jan. 29.—War has its 
compensations, apparently; for some 
of us at least. Goyescas, Enrique 
Granados’ Spanish opera in three 
tableaus, book by Fernando Periquet, 
was originally designed to have its 
premiere performance at the Grand 
Opera in Paris. War prevented this, 
and Friday night it was heard in the 
Metropolitan Opera House for the first 
time on any stage. Sung in Spanish, 
it was natural there should be a large 
representation in the audience of the 
Spanish colony here, who greeted this 
rare opportunity to hear their native 
language in an entertainment of this 
sort. 

There is no question that the opera 
is intensely Spanish in its whole tex- 
ture and feeling, that it is charged with 
the atmosphere of the country and 
vibrates through and through with the 
musical quality of Spain as does no 
other opera and no other music that 
has been heard on this side. 

There is a short and lively overture. 
The opening scene is of surpassing 
brillancy; the gathering of people 
sings the joy of a holiday in Madrid, 
in a chorus of great tunefulness and 
verve, to which the orchestra adds a 
brilliant figuration. Mr. Granados leans 
heavily on the chorus all through the 
opera, and writes for it with skill and 
effectiveness. 

The cast is composed of Anna Fit- 
ziu as Rosario, Flora Perini as Pepa, 
Giovanni Martinelli as Fernando, 
Giuseppe de Luca as Paquiro and 
Max Bloch as a public singer. The 
four chief roles were sung compe- 
tently, in eertain respects admirably, 
though not always with distinction. 
Anna Fitziu is a newcomer at the Met- 
ropolitan. As a whole the perform- 
ance was creditable.

WHAT IS TO HAPPEN IN WEST FORTY-SIXTH STREET? 


Sixteen years ago a vaudeville manager owning three or four playhouses, 
with an interest financially in perhaps as many more, discovered that chaotic 
conditions were existent in the field he had sought to uplift. At that time he 
was absolutely unable to adopt a policy of expansion, though he was already 
a wealthy man as a result of having erected a few inviting theaters and con- 
ducting each in a truly masterly manner. 

One day in that first year of the new century a vaudeville man from the 
West chanced to visit one of the theaters, also meeting the magnate. From 
this interview the magnate emerged with the knowledge that no two of his 
colleagues (not one of whom he knew save by name) were paying the same 
emoluments to the talent. One actor, that very week, was receiving a smaller 
sum ina distant city than he exacted in New York despite that he was obliged 
to appear twice as many times on the stage each day and also forced to pay 
out a considerable amount for railroad transportation, etc. 

It was thus that the late B. F. Keith and the living E. F. Albee decided 
to become acquainted with the gentlemen who provided the public with 
vaudeville entertainment. A meeting (some called it a convention) was 
called in that same year at the palatial Keith playhouse in Boston, and after 
several days of conferences the Vaudeville Managers’ Association of America 
was an actuality. 

The air was still full of rumors, rather than facts, when eight typical 
representatives of the variety show era began to meet daily in an effort to 
offer reprisal, which was perfectly proper. Moreover, these eight players, 
headed by the late George Fuller Golden, an intrepid, public-spirited and un- 
selfish man, were well selected; they truly represented the vaudeville actor. 
Each was prompted to protective measures in the belief that a gigantic vaude- 
ville trust was being born. 

In the light of past history the present writer wishes to state at this 
juncture that the conception of the year 1900 vaudeville association was well 
calculated to arouse the fears of the actor. If the mode of business procedure 
which obtained in 1900 was perpetuated for a year disaster at every turn 
would have followed. As it was disaster did come—not because of the famous 
“White Rats’ Strike.” In truth, so faulty was the scheme of conducting the 
first association of vaudeville managers that even when the latter had won 
practically every battle the plan was to abandon the organization voluntarily. 
For two years vaudeville was facing a retrograde movement. During the strike 
period the public alone was cheated. One thousand dollars cash could have 
purchased the big association and its paraphernalia at any time during the 
season of 1900-'01, but no one would buy it at any price, so it lingered. It was 
the persistency of the man who managed the slowly sinking ship, a man, by 
the way, still with the ship, that permitted the mistaken enterprise to creep 
back gradually. 

All this was sixteen years ago. At the end of the strike year the vaude- 
ville managers were almost out. Certainly all desire to create a mighty and 
more or less cruel trust was eliminated if, indeed, such motives were ever ex- 
istent. In the meantime the actors’ organization, unfortunately called the 
White Rats, had a troublous period, but gradually it indicated a tendency to 
assume its proper function, while the managers of vaudeville went on slowly 
in the effort to live down a mistaken past. 

So much for the past. But vaudeville developed. Later it prospered for 
a decade. One heard little of grievances. The White Rats’ Association grew. 
It was strongest, almost impregnable, just before the demise of the man who 
created it, the man who died advocating peace—poor Golden! His was indeed 
a noble character. If he could be heard now, if his melodious voice could 
but find expression, what would he say to the spectacle on view at Forty-sixth 
street, west? 

It took a decade to heal the wounds of 1900. The writer carries no brief 
for the vaudeville manager, far less has he any issue with Harry Mountford, 
but the present grievances and campaigns are due solely to the necessity of 
replenishing the tottered finances of what should be a wealthy social organi- 
zation like The Lambs, The Players and The Friars. It is inconceivable that 
the members of the theatrical profession affiliated with the White Rats will 
be deluded by the idea that an overcrowded stage calling will secure relief 
through the menace of a strike. 

For it is the menace of another strike that induces hundreds of otherwise 
sane men and women to believe that stage talent relegated to oblivion by the 
laws of supply and demand will witness a period of unprecedented prosperity. 
It is the lure of the whip aided by the idea that the managers will be forced to 
break down nonexistent embargos against actors no longer in demand that is 
providing the sinews of war for another period of destructive strife. 

Is it possible that the contented vaudeville performers who transact their 
business year in and year out either through the big booking offices or through 
their chosen representatives, and are now participating in this prosperity, will

Hers was the most substantial 
triumph of the bill, excepting, possibly, that 
of the act, Cranberries. Remaining acts courted 
favor with an abundance of old stuff, and sec- 
ceeded in crowding each other closely in the 
matter of applause, 

No. 1—Heras and Preston offered some clever 
acrobatic and tumbling work to start the show 
going, and wen much applause on their merits.

ally themselves in a movement wholly foreign 
to their needs? Is it possible that in times 
like the present the standard bearers of modern 
vaudeville will without the least personal griev- 
ance tie themselves up with an institution 
wholly untheatrical in character for no other 
purpose than to create an upheaval which would 
change the theatrical map distinctively? 

The writer has conceded that the association 
of vaudeville managers as originally conceived 
was vicious in character. To deny this would be 
OGseless, but in the sixteen years that have 
elapsed the conduct of vaudeville has 
come on a par with that of all of our great 
business institations. What few grievances the 
actor may now justly claim are due to a maze 
of upwholesome congestion created in the Orst 
instance by the first White Rats’ strike, and 
how assuming greater proportions, not among the 
talent the managers have the slightest interest 
in, but among that portion of stage folk which 
has ever relied on the whip in the hope that 
the day must come when the manager will be 
dictated to as to whom he shall engage and the 
Price be must pay.

THEATRICAL NOTES 


Henry Goldenberg, who has tried twice be- 
fore to make the Empress Theater, Milwaukee, 
a paying ho+se, has announced that he will at- 
tempt it again, this time with melodrama.

OHIO FAIR ARGUMENT 
REACHES ITS CLIMAX 


Renick Dunlap Throws Up the 
Sponge—Feud Also Causes 
Resignation of J. W. 
Fleming 


Columbus, O., Jan. 28.—The alleged lack of 
barmeony attendant upon the affairs of the Ohio 
State Board of Agriculture has finally brought 
about the climax which has been pending for 
some time, and has resulted in the resignation 
of two official members of the board. In this 
action the Ohio Agricultural body has lost a 
valuable executive in J. W. Fleming, who has 
resigned as director of the Ohio State Fair. His 
resignation will take effect March 1. 

Earlier in the same day of Mr. Fleming’s 
resignation Renick Dunlap, of Kingston, has 
secretary of the State Board of Agriculture, 
handed in his resignation, which will take ef- 
fect February 1. In his letter of resignation 
to John Beggs, president of the board, Mr. Dun- 
lap said: ‘The best interests “of Ohio agri- 
culture can be served when the secretary of 
this department is supported and aided by the 
entire Board of Agriculture and its employees. 
Without this co-operation it is impossible to 
render the service Ohio farmers expect and de- 


sire. I hereby tender my resignation as secre- 
tary, to become effective at the pleasure of 
your board.’’ 


George A. Stauffer, of Putmam County, has 
been elected to fill the position which Mr. Dun- 
lap bas vacated. It is said that Mr. Stauffer 
was offered the place last week, before it was 
known that Mr. Dunlap had decided to with- 
draw. Stauffer accepted the position under pres- 
sure of Governor Willis. 

James W. Fleming was instrumental, some 
years ago, in cleaning up the commercial fer- 
tilizer scandals, and his work has always been 
held highly valuable as assistant secretary of 
the Ohio State Board of Agriculture.

Dayton, O., Jan, 29.—The 1915 fair of the 
Montgomery Courity Agricultural Board has 
found a place in the pages of fair history. It 
was the biggest, busiest and best fair since 
the inception of the association, both from the 
Viewpoint of exhibitors, visitors and amuse- 
ment people.

TAXATION WITHOUT REPRESENTATION 


One of the questions which led to the Revolutionary War and the founding of this 
Government was ‘Taxation Without Representation.’’ Yet today we show people to 
the number of nearly one million are laboring under the same conditions that our fore- 
futhers faced when they dumped the tea in Boston Harbor; unjust taxation without our 
consent, and without our having representatives to present our side of the question. 

True, all showmd@h who are lawful citizens of the United States have a right to vote 
(and in some States the ladies also). Yet, in the case of ‘the traveling showmen how 
many have the opportunity to do so. Attaches of theaters, parks, moving picture 
studios and others permanently located have every opportunity of voting, but it is cer- 
tain that they are a minority, and, scattered as they are, could not better the condition 
of the show people by their votes without the assistance of their traveling brothers. 
The Billboard rightly says, ‘‘The show people must get into politics.’’ It will have to 
be done in order to gain any lasting benefit in taxation or railroad rates. 

The show people may not realize that if we take no part in politics, in selecting 
those whe are to make the laws, we are of no more benefit to the political parties than 
the newly landed immigrant. Why should we expect any favors from any political party? 
It is human nature to faver those who favor us. As showmen not having the opportunity 
to cast our votes from the fact of not being able to always be at our home on election 
day and not being allied with any particular political party or in assisting in the 
e'ection of any Senator, Congressman, State Rrepresentative or even Constable, can we 
ask favors? 

It is true as servants of the people they should assist without regarding party 
lines or political favor. And they might, but still would likely do so with more alacrity 
and effect if we had placed a few votes where they would do the most good. 

We should use every effort to have laws passed allowing tfaveling showmen who 
have a yote to cast the same wherever he may be on election day. This has been done 
in the past in connection with the Volunteer Soldiers, The 20th Kansas Volunteer Infantry 
voted at Honolulu during the Spanish-American war and in other instances, 

Votes could be returned to the precinct of which the showman was a citizen of or 
in any other satisfactory manner that might be arranged. Get the right to vote in this 
manner, the method will take care of itself. How many circus and carnival people voted 
at last election? How many years since some of you voted? What difference does it 
make to you or the party whether you are a Republican, Democrat, Prohibitionist or 
Woman's Suffrage? You won't be home to vote. No county, State or National officer 
can say you assisted him to his place with your vote. All you are able to give him is 
your good intentions. And ‘‘Hell is paved with those."’

RINK NOTES 


Ice skating has been introduced to San Fran- 
cisco cafe patrons with a rush, and eight top- 
liners are attracting big business to the Portola 
Louvre. From noon until one o'clock the next 
morning the entrance to the big cafe bears close 
resemblance to a bargain Sale at a department 
Store. Front doors are locked, being opened to 
admit eager diners only when a detachment of 
the satisfied ones leaves. The novelty has made 
a decided hit. The management of the Portola 
went to considerable expense in installing the 


rink, and only professionals use it at present. 
The ice is thirty inches above the floor, and isa 
kept hard and intact by an ice machine, im 


stalled at a cost of $10,000. Professionals ap- 
pearing at the rink are Jack Davis, Steele and 
Winslow, Davis and Rogers, Orrin Markhus, June 
Rodgers and Ellen Becker. Lora Carlisle is be- 
ing advertised to appear shortly. 


The one-mile novice race held at Music Hall 
Rink, Cincinnati, January 21, drew tke largest 
crowd that has ever attended a race at this rink. 
There were eleven entries, amd Manager Mooar 
Was obliged to run two beats and a final. Her- 
man Rodin had the last heat well in hand when 
he took a bad spill on the last lap.

The Brighton Reach Rink will 
open early in May, and indications are point- 
ing toward a few additional rinks around the 
metropolis which will open under the Finke 
management. On the sta@® of the Finke 
Brothers are Sol Levine, Tony DeMayo, Frank 
MeNally, David Crandall, Sam April. Milton 
Tronson, Whitey Hunt, Freddie Coke and Charles 
Ruiand. Amateur and professional races are 
held weekly. 


The Majestic Pavilion Rink, Salt Lake City, 
Utah, is finding push ball on roller skates very 
profitable, as it is the first time In this city 
that the game has been tried on the rollera. The 
rink management ts organizing several push ball 
teame as a reault of its popularity. H. A. 
McCollem announces that the rink management 
is planning to open an artificial ice rink at an 
early date, as the ou sport seems to have 
taken a firm hold in this section as well as else- 
where in the country. thousand pairs of 


new skates have been added to the equipment of 
the Pavilion, making 2,000 pairs. A recently in- 
stalled Wurlitzer band organ is proving very 
satisfactory. Some good attractions are booked 
for this season at the Pavilion, and everything 
looks good for the future. 

The new Sylvandell Rink and Dance Hall, Au- 
rora, lll., operated by the Syivandell Amusement 
Co., Inc., of which Frank Thielen is president and 
general manager, is one of the most complete 
amusement places in the United States. The 
building is located in the heart of the business 
section, on the bands of the Fox River, and has 
seating equipment for about 5,000 people. A 
large stage ie at one end of the building, and 
the lower floor is used exclhusively as a rink, with 
a special dance floor in the center. The building 
is beautifully decorated, and among the con- 
veniences are a hospital, two large refreshment 
rooms, a first-class restaurant and a lunch room, 
Skaters have private dressing reoms the cost 
of the building and equipment was $150,000. 

The Masked Carnival held at Madison Garden 
Rink, Chicago, January 20, was a great success, 
the attendance being about 1,500. The floor was 
erowded with a merry band of skaters, and the 
costumes were elaborate, novel and some very 
striking. Over twenty prizes were offered by 
Manager McCormack. It was one of the big 
events of the season. Madison Garden Rink is 
located at Madison and Rockwell streets, and 
has a skating tloor 80x200 feet, with a beginners’ 
floor measuring 50x70 feet. The staff of the rink 
is: George H. McCormack, manager; BDlizabeth 
McCormack, secretary and treasurer; Jul us aa 


superintendent; Marie L. Naiser, ‘cashier 
McCormack, property man, and Adam Studer, 
bandmaster. 


The prohibition laws in Georgia may be the 
initial step toward a big ice skating rink In 
Atlanta, ag one of the largest breweries in the 
city is figuring on installing a huge rink, with 
artificial ice, which, if it materislizes, will be 
the largest outside of Paris and Berlin, accord- 
ing to the statements issued. The b-ewery com- 
pany can devise no other use for the big build- 
ing, and the happy thought of an ice skaiing 
rink will doubtless prove a big thing if carried 
out. It will be unique in this section, and the 
novelty alone is worth the trial. 


The Garden Roller Rink, Rochester, N. Y., 
is doing a large business these cold days. On 


January 10 the rink had its second masquerade 
of the winter season, and a large crowd was on 
hand.

MIRROR FILMS PLANNING 
COMPLETE PICTURE CITY 


“Mirrorvale’” To Be Outcome of Purchase of 
Additional Real Estate Adjoining Studio 
at Glendale, Long Island—Location Is 
Regarded Admirable for Film Plant 


New York, Jan. 29.—Following closely upon 
the announcement by William Fox, head of the 
Fox Film Corporation, that he would at once 
begin the construction of a model film city on 
Long Island, comes the Mirror Films, Inc., with 
a similar statement. An extensive acreage ad- 
joining the plant of the studio of Mirror, at 
Glendale, L. I., has just been acquired in a deal 
completed by Clifford B. Harmon and the Glen- 
dale improvement Company, and the construc 
tion of one of the most complete motion picture 
cities in the country is promised. An outlay 
of $150,000 is involved in the realty purchase. 

The completion of the development will be 
under the personal direction of Harmon, and his 
success as a converter of wilds into great home 
parks spells a succers for this, his latest plan. 
All the engineering and architectural feats that 
have made for the success of such cities will be 
equaled, and, wherever possible, will be sur- 
passed. 

A railroad station will be constructed on the 
property, and accommodations for the great 
numbers of employees and visitors and for the 
proper handling of freight will be made. The 
metion pictare city will be known as Mirrorvale. 
The complete plans are not yet ready for an- 
Aonncement, but the general development has 
been decided on lines that will include all that 
(s desirable. 

This purchase makes the Mirror Company 
bwner of a property running from Martin avenue 
along Myrtle avenue to Louisa Place, thence to 
Tnion avenue, and thence to the Rockaway 
branch of the Long Island Railroad, which it 
skirts for a distance of seven hundred and twelve 
feet. The line of the property reaches Forest 
Park. leaves the railroad, and then runs back to 
the corner of Myrtle and Martin avenues. 

“While our present studio plant is all that we 
meed now for the taking of interior scenes for 
our pictores,’’ said Harmon, in discussing the 
purchase, ‘‘at the same time we need more out- 
door room for the big scenes, which will be 
tGecessary to pictures which the company has in 
mind to make, and it will give opportunity for 
the construction of an entire village if we 
need it. 

“The piece of land which we bought is replete 
with all the natural scenery, which can be used 
fin the ordinary run of motion pictures, and those 
ether extraordinary scenes which we can not 
get on the property of the company can be had 
fm Forest Park or in the adjoining territory in 
almost any direction. We will have, with this 
Property of our own and the environs of that 


part of Long Island, as excellent a chance to 
get every sort of picture as we could find in any 
place in the United States. 

“‘We expect to build on our land the biggest 
and most modern city to be found anywhere, not 
excepting those great plants that have been put 
up by motion picture people in and around Los 
Angeles, and, I might state, that it can be 
shown that there were more @ays on which out- 
door scenes could be taken last year than in 
Los Angeles. We have been looking into this 
phase of the picture problem pretty thoroughly, 
and have found that we are correct in our de- 
termination to mske a big plant in the East. 

“We don’t expect to make another Universal 
City in a month or in three months, but we do 
expect to have such a plant eventually, and it 
will not only be something of which the Mirror 
Films, Inc., may be proud, but it will be an 
crnament to that part of the Greater City in 
which it is situated. Architects will be started 
by spring on the buildings, which must be had 
at once, and the rest of the plans which we 
have will be completed as fast as needed. 

“I expect to see a wonderful little city de- 
voted to the art of motion pictures within the 
next few years. It will be as attractive, 
seenically and architecturally, as we expect 
eur photoplays to be artistically.’’

PATENTS COMPANY ENJOINED 


Restraining \Order Issued by United 
States District Court Aligns With 
Previous Decision Last Year 


Philadelphia, Jan. 28.—An order of injunetion 

denying to the Moving Picture Patents Oom- 
pany the right to enforce alleged unlawfyl 
agreements entered into by its varioug asso, 
elates was issued Menday by Judge Dickinson 
in the United States’ District Court. His decree 
is in conformity with the court’s decision last 
October, in which it has held tbat the Patents 
Company was operating in violation of the Sher- 
man anti-trust law. The injunction will. pot 
become operative until February 24, in order 
that the defendants may have an opportunity of 
taking an appeal. ; 7 
Edward P. Groyenor, a special assistant at- 
torney-general, who prosecuted the alleged mov- 
ing-picture trust, stated to the court teday that 
an injunction would be sufficient to put an end 
to the alleged unlawful operations of the de 
fendant. 
Counsel for preferred stockholders of the Gen- 
eral Film Company appeared at the hearing, and 
requested that the decrce contain a provision 
that the defendants give up their interests In 
the General Film Company. He declared that 
his clients, independent dealers, were forced, 
through fear of being ruined, to sell their busi- 
ness to the General Film Company, being paid 
in cash and in preferred stack of the company. 
The court, held, however, that they were not 
privileged to intervene in the case to preserve 
interests that were outside the issue tried, but 
granted counsel permission to file a book of 
argument to support his position. 


ARDELL IN PICTURES 


New York, Jan. 28.—Mutual Film Corporation 
a few days ago signed Franklyn Ardell to a 
year’s contract to star for them before the pic- 
ture camera. This, however, is not understood 
to mean the cancelation of his vaudeville en- 
gagement in a sketch of which he is author, 
and which is now in rehearsal.

FOX SELLS RENTAL COMPANY 


New York, July 27.—The William Fox inter- 
ests have sold the Greater New York Film Rental 
Company to the General Film Company, because 
of Fox’s decision to abandon altogether the 
supplying of regular service+to exhibitors, and 
to devote himself entirely to his feature busi- 
ness. He takes this action because of the in- 
creasing demands upon his energies in connec- 
tion with the Fox features.

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MINIMUM-MAXIMUM 


Method Will Oust Flat Rates 


Asst. General Manager Goff, 
V-L-S-E, Inc., Says Values 
Must Govern Rentals 


New York, Jan. 27.—That the time is not far 
distant when practically every releasing com- 
pany will abandon the fiat rate basis of renting 
Gims, and will be forced to adopt the ‘“‘minimum 
and maximum’’ meth, or in other words the 
method which fixes a price commensurate with 
each film's value to the exhibitor, is the predic- 
tion made by A. W. Goff, assistant general 
manager of the V-L-S-E, who has just returned 
from an extended trip among the exchanges of 
that organization. Goff found during his trip 
that not only were exhibitors seeking these ad- 
vantages but were exerting all the pressure 
within their power to induce other companies 
to adopt this plan. The “‘minimum and maxi- 
mum" method of booking has its basis in the 
fact that all features cannot possibly be alike 
in drawing power, and, therefore, in fairness 
to the exhibitor and the manufacturer, there 
should be a minimum price for the picture 
which might be described as that which it is 
‘better for the exhibitor to see before booking,”’ 
and a maximum price for the picture which is 
extraordinary and self-evident in its profit- 
making qualities. Between these two scales 
there is given an opportunity for establishing an 
equitable price for the picture which is average 
in its business-creating qualities. 

In other words, such a system enables the 
manufacturer to obtain for the superior picture 
a price worthy of its merit, and permits the ex- 
hibitor to pay that price for the picture be- 
cause he is not required to over-pay for features 
not so good. On the other hand this means 
that if a picture of a doubtful value is offered 
the exhibitor, and he believes with the right 
exploitation it will ‘go’? with his patrons, he 
is given the opportunity to obtain this picture 
at a figure low enough to eliminate the element 
of chance and to permit him to make a satisfac- 
tory profit upon it. As Goff put it in an inter- 
view upon his return to this city: ‘‘We want to 
insure the exhibitor making substantial profit 
on every one of our pictures, even those which 
fall below our standard."’ 


CAREY RESUMES WiTH JACCARD 


Universal City, Cal., Jan. 29.—Harry Carey 
is at work under the direction of Jacques Jac- 
ecard in the production of additional Western 
features after the type of A Knight of the 
Range. Following the unfortunate accident in 
which Hobart Henley was injured and forced 
to temporarily give up his work, Carey was 
chosen by Director Stanton as one of the best 
types at Universal City to carry on the Graft 
serial. Jaccard accordingly made arrangements 
to get along without Carey for a while to al- 
low the Graft company to remain at their work.

Amalgamation Completed and Arthur 
Spiegel! Succeeds George B. Cox 
as President of Institution 


New York, Jan. 20.—The details incidental t 
the absorption by the World Film Corporation 
of its subsidiary, the Equitable Film Corporation, 
as announced in The Biliboard several weeks ago 
would be done, have just been completed. The 
big surprise in the announcement that 
Arthur Spiegel, president of the Equitable, would 
become the new president of the World Corpora 
tion, succeeding George B. Cox, of Cincinnatl, 
the heaviest stockholder in the World corpora 
tion, and who has been its president since its 
organization. 

Milton C. Work, Chairman of the Executive 
Committee of the World Film, last night issued 
a etatement in which was announced the ful! 
details of the taking over of the Equitable by 
the World Corporation, saying in part: 

“For some time we have been considering the 
acquisition of another film company, as it be- 
came apparent that by dolug eo we could greatly 
enhance our efficiency and make and distribute 
pictures more economically. The Board of the 
World Film Corporation bas therefore decided, 
and their decision has been ratified by the voting 
trustees, to acquire the etock of the Equitable 
Motion Picture Corporation. The majority of 
the Equitable shareholders have accepted this 
offer, and we believe that all of the sabares of 
the Equitable Corporation will be exchanged 
under the proposed plan. 

“Arthur Spiegel, president of the Splegel, May, 
Stern Company of Chicago, will head the new 
combination and take immediate charge of the 
active conduct of the business, Eight bundred 
thousand dollars of additional working capita! 
hae been provided. The corporation will release 
two feature pictures each week. Splegel wae in- 
duced to come to New York only after he had 
become satisfied that the combined capital re 
quirements of the new organization had been 
adequately taken care of, and that the future 
of the company was assured and that it might 
be used as the basis of a world-wide organiza. 
tion. 

“Lewis J. Selznick has canceled his contract a* 
general manager and resigned as vice-president of 
the corporation.

HUGE FREIGHT OVERCHARGE TO BE PAID TO CORPORATION 
COMMISSION SOON—BACK TO SHIPPERS—FOR YEARS 
1911 AND 1912; REPAYMENT WILL BE 
MADE TO INDIVIDUALS 


An agreement was entered into Wednesday between the Corpora- 
tion Commission and representatives of the St. Louis & San Francisco 
Railroad Company whereby the latter company will make immediate 
payment to the commission the sum of $76,627.35, the amount over- 
charged shippers of freight over that road during the period from July 

In addition to the above amount, the 
road agree to pay $2,196.65 as interest accruing on the principal. 

The $76,625.35 represents the overcharge in rates on coal, oil, 
building materials and lumber, as compared with the schedule of rates 
on those commodities promulgated by the corporation commission on 

At the same time, the commission promulgated sched- 
ules of rates, lower than the rates then charged by the railroads, on 
grain, but the refund on shipments of that commodity have not been 
collected from the railroads. In all five orders making lower rates on 
coal, oil, building materials, lumber and grain, the difference between 
the rates charged by all railroads in Oklahoma and the rates as 
promulgated by the Corporation Commission, amounted to more than

CANADIAN NAT’L EXHIBITION 


Flooded With Applications for Conces- 
sions and Privileges 


Toronto, Jan. 28.—The Canadian National Ex. 
hibition authorities have been inundated of late 
with applications for concessions and rivileges 
for next year’s exhibition, the dates for which 
will be August 26 to September 11, essere. 
Con T. Kennedy, Meyerhoff, Kline and others 
have been in the city negotiating for the midway 
privileges, while a bost of smaller carnival men 
have alxo made application by letter and other- 
wise.

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A JOURNEY TO 


THE HOME 


OF BIG ELI WHEELS 


It was just 4:10 p.m. on a beautiful afternoon 
in the early part of December when the writer 
alighted from a C. & A. train, which he boarded 
that same afternoon about 1:30 at St. Louis, 
having reached his final destination, the town 
of Kvuedhouse, IL. 

The silver threads of the steel trail glistened 
in the sunshine as they lost themselves in the 
surrounding valleys and hills of this part of 
“God's Own Country,’’ known.as Greene County, 
lll., which is the home of the Eli Bridge Com- 
pany, builders of Big Eli Wheels. 


The proverbial water tank, of which we read 
so many funny stories, of how stranded troupers 
would herald it with glee, and sometimes avoid 
it for more personal reasons, was conspicuous 
by the railroad tracks, and thoughts of many 
a hike came to me as I stood in silent con- 
templation of this showman’s landmark. 

There was the R. R. station which hustled 
and bustled with the towns folk, which activity 
always retiects the caliber of the natives. The 
R. RK. station itself was unlike most of those 
that greet us in our travels, being a two-story 
structure of granite, and its snow-covered gable 
roof contrasted wonderfully as it stood outlined 
against the azure sky. 

Facing us, straight across the tracks and di- 
rectly opposite the station, we see what at first 
must impress the visitor as a structure decidedly 
out of place among these one-story dwellings, 
most of which are built along the modern lines 
of the California bungalow, as this structure 
rears its proud head, from the top of which 
floats Old Glory, above all the surrounding coun- 
try. 

I was going to ask to be directed to the 
office of the Eli Bridge Company, but this sky- 
scraper held my attention for the moment, and, 
turning to one of the natives, asked: “Say, 
what's that tall building over the other side 
of the tracks?’’ 

“Why,” he replied, “that’s the Eli Bridge 
Company, and, believe me, they are SOME—.”’ 

And he would have undoubtedly given me 
the complete history, properly embellished 
with his own opinion, but that was not the 
object of my visit; what I wanted were the 
facts in the case, and first-handed facts; so I 
wended my way across the railroad track to 
the home of the Big Eli Wheel. 

A sign at the bottom of a tall staircase 
flashed the information—‘‘OFFICE, Eli Bridge 
Company,’’ and thither I went. 

My ears were greeted with the tune of The 
Memphis Blues, being tried out on one of the 
big military band organs‘in the adjoining shop. 
On entering the office I just stood shock still 
and was speechless with amazement, for 1 am 
truly ashamed to say what I pictured the place 
to look like. Here were stenographers busy 
pounding the keys, a multigraph machine was 
merrily turning out descriptive literature, and 
everything seemed alive with the vim, vigor 
and vitality that spells success in big business, 
cll heedless of the noise of compressed air 
riveters mingled with the tune of the organ. 

And what surprised me most was the fact 
that most of the correspondence was not taken 
from shorthand notes, but from business phono- 
graphs. 

Yes, Mr. Sullivan was in; in fact, both W. E. 
as well as Lee A. I was asked by Ben Rood- 
house which one would I like to see. Please, 
both, of course, and so I was ushered into the 
private sanctuary of the man that put the Fli 
in the wheel business, W. E. Sullivan, the 
president of the company, who still sticks to 
his job, and believes that the only remedy for 


overwork is to work harder, and adhering to 
this policy for the past nine years, ever since 
the Eli Bridge Company was incorporated under 
the State laws of Illinois, has made the phe- 
nomenal success of this company possible. 

W. E. Sullivan is a typical representative of 
the nation’s big business. He is just a little 
more than six feet in height, and every inch of 
him bristles with business bringability. He 
radiates good fellowship and induces friendli- 
ness. His hand clasp is warm and invites con- 
fidence; his eyes look straight into yours and 
you simply can't help from feeling at home even 
before he utters his cordial invitation to ‘‘make 
yourself at home.’’ 


“Just want to see the shop, eh?’ he smiles 
back at my introduction. ‘‘Well, we try to 
make visitors feel at home and are always glad 
to show them through our little factory so that 
they can see for themselves just how big ELI 
bas grown. Cone right along.’’ 

The shop immediately adjoining the office con- 
sists of the general structural room, alive with 
the hustle and bustle of workers at the punch 
and shear machines, at the drill presses or com- 
pressed air riveters, sounding like so many 
Gatling guns; at the power hack-saw where 
the cold rolled steel is cut, at the rivet forge 
where the rivets are forged, at the emery wheel 
or tumblers where the completed parts are 
finished and polished, both malleables and steel 
alike, all under the able supervision of the fore- 
man, Ray Devilbiss. 

Passing from here through the stock room, 
where Fred Stuart holds sway, we enter into 
the boiler room, where tbe 25-horse power 
boiler, which will soon be supplanted by a new 
75-horse power boiler, is straining in order to 
perform the functions which were so easy for it 
to perform, that of supplying the steam for the 
engine, when it was initially installed in the 
fall cf 1912. But no reflection on the boiler, as 
the machinery installed since that time doubles 
if not trebles that in use at the time this 25- 
horse power boiler was built. 

Next we visit the machining room, where, un- 
der the supervision of I. V. Page, a force of 
men are kept busy with the machining of the 
smaller parts that go to make Big Eli Wheels. 

“‘Yes,"" said Mr. Sullivan, ‘‘we machine all 
of our small parts as well as cut every piece 
of steel direct from the raw material. You 
see here we have our big turret boring lathe 
for the heavy work, while over there is a special 
built machine for turning the axle and other 
long, slim work, and this is the automatic 
turret lathe, where the seat pins and all small, 
accurate parts that are used on the wheel are 
turned out of cold, rolled steel bars, and over 
there is our own drill grinder where we 
grind our drills so that they perform their 
functions smoothly and perfectly."’ 

And through it all he radiates good nature and 
friendship for his ‘‘boys,’’ and one can readily 
see that his very presence infuses additional 
ambition and enthusiasm into the men at their 
tasks. 

It may be well here to mention that every 
comfort of the force is uppermost in the heart 
of W. E. Sullivan. The shops are heated 
throuzhout with a chain of steam radiators, and 
are brightly illuminz.ted with big, powerful 250- 
candle power tungsten lamps, both steam and 
juice being supplied by their own heating plant 
and generator operated from the engine room. 

Most conspicuous throughout the shops are 
the ‘‘decorations,” consisting of racks piled 
high with cold steel and the bins adorning the 
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hinges, seat locks, handle bar locks, 
ratchets, spoke blocks, etc., etc. 


The men employed throughout the shops are 
big, healthy looking boys, well fed and happy, 
well paid and content, for the possession of their 
own home is tne rule rather than the exception. 

Passing through the erecting room, to which 
we will return, we enter the wood-working room, 
and are now 195 feet from the boiler room. 
This wood-working room is a complete saw mill 
in itself, even to the electric power, furnished 
direct from the Keokuk Dam, on the Mississippi 
River. The wood used in the seats and crates, 
consisting of elm, oak and hemlock, is brought 
to the lumber sheds direct from the forests in 
the surrounding country, and, upon entering the 
wood-working room, first passes through the 
planing mill, where it receives its initial dress- 
ing: from there to the cut-off saw, a new one 
of which is just being installed, having a ca- 
pacity of 2,200 revolutions per minute. Next to 
the planer, where the lumber is cut to its re- 
quired thickness, and then to the band saw 
where the fancy curves of the seat outlines are 
eut and finished. Its next journey is to the 
jointing machine, where the edges are cut and 
jointed so that all angles fit perfectly, assuring 
not only strength and durability, but also a 
neat and ‘‘clean-cut’’ appearance. After the 
fcinting process they are run through the sand- 
ing machine, receiving their final finish, and 
they are now ready for the painting room, where 
they receive six coats of paint, each ccat being 
thorenghly rubbed down with steel wool before 
the next coat of paint is applied, and 
comes the last coat of pure master varnish. 


The seats are now ready for the upholstering

rooms, where the twenty-one steel springs are 
attached. These are covered with canvas, 
padded with moss, which in turn is covered 


with another layer of canvas and a covering of 
heavy cotton felt, and finally the pantasote 
covering, which makes them both fire and water- 
proof. 


Conspicuous in the upholstering room is a 
special machine on which the heavy 
double-filling khaki is formed 
engine covers. 

Fire extinguishers are scattered in profusion 
throughout every room, and every ‘‘safety first’’ 
device possiple to protect the men from acct- 
dents of any nature is installed. In fact, ac- 
cidents sre a rarity and occur very seldom; 
nevertheless, the Eli Bridge Company carry an 
accident insurance for every one of the boys 
at their factory. 

“Before returning to the erecting room,"’ con- 
tinned Mr. Sullivan, ‘‘let me show you what I 
think of the prospects the coming season holds 
forth.’’ and we crossed one of the yards to the 
storehouse where at least ten complete wheels 
were stored, ready for immediate delivery. 

“You see," he continued, ‘“‘that is what I 
think of the war conditions and how much they 
will interfere with the riding device business, 
Here are ten wheels just ready for the final 
finish and held for immediate delivery. You 
see from the activities in the shops that we 
are starting early to prepare for the banner 
season that T am sure awaits us. Here year 
after year for five consecutive years we were 
compelled to turn down business (actually could 
not supply the demand), and I am going to try 
my utmost to be in a position to fill all orders 
this year. But from the way inquiries are 
coming in at the present time that is going to 
he a hard job. It looks as though we will be 
compelled to follow our usual custom of past 
years and start the entire force working over- 
time and will do the best that can be done, and 
those that get their orders in at the Inst mo- 
ment will simply have to wait until later in 
the senson before we can ship them to them, 
that’s all.’ 

‘‘How is the present rise in steel, copper and 
malleables going to affect your business, Mr. 
Sullivan?’ I asked. 
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“Well,” he replied, ‘‘prices of Big Ei Wheels 
are going tu go up, that’s all. We are paying 
much higher prices now than we ever paid for 
material, and the increase in price will depend 
on the market conditions of the various supplies. 
But those ten wheels there,’ pointing toward 
the store room we were just leaving, ‘will go 
at the old prices. That steel was bought in 
the fall of 1914, before steel, copper and pig- 
iron started playing leap frog getting over each 
other in price."’ 

Once again we found ourselves in the erecting 
room, which proved to be that sky scraper that 
had originally attracted my attention, and here 
the writer bad the pleasure of meeting Lee A. 
Sullivan, a true “chip off the old block,”’ who 
is also the secretary and treasurer of the com- 
pany. He was busy with a prospective customer, 
and was on the point of erecting a Big Eli just 
to demonstrate how simple it all was, and this 
naturally also held my attention for the next 
few hours. 

Here we had an actual demonstration of the 
system prevailing in this bee hive of activity. 
**Ready,"’ exclaimed Lee A., and then, aside 
to us: “If you want to time this, get your 
watches ready,” and, needless to say, we did. 

And right bere let me say something, that 
if any one had told me I would not have be- 
lieved, but as I saw it with my own eyes all 
doubts were eliminated, and, furthermore, Mr. 
Sullivan informed me that the same performance 
coull be done over and over again, without any 
tronble, in the same identical length of time, 
and that if there were any doubting Thomases 
pround just let them come on to the factory 
and convince themselves. 

Well, in exactly one hour, 51 minutes and 50 
seconds four of the boys from the shop had 
erected that wheel, with electric lights, ticket 
bex and all complete, and, as our watches crept 
toward the 524 minute, we were already seated 
and the wheel started on its rotarian journey. 

And the speed of that wheel! Believe me, every 
time we reached the top we ducked for fear that 
we were going through the roof, but there is 
little fear of that, as this erecting room is so 
constructed that every wheel can be fully 
erected and operated in this room, rain or 
shine. 

But now I was about to bid them farewell 
rnd journey further, but again reckoned without 
the hospitality of the Eli Bridge Company. 

“Not on your life,” said Mr, Sullivan. ‘We 
had a good, prosperous season and now before 
starting in our full swing we are going to have 
a banquet for all of our shareholders as well as 
the boys of the factory, and you will have to 
stay for that, by all means. Why if I thought 
for one monent that you would try to dodge 
I'd lock you up in the bofler room until that 
next train pulls out, and then you would have 
to either stay out in the cold until the last 
train or else come over to the banquet.” 

What else could I do? So I remained. And 
right now I wish to say that of all the ban- 
quets I ever had the pleasure of attending in 
New York City, Chicago, or anywhere else for 
that matter, I never had a better time than I 
did on that memorable evening of December 2, 
1915, a date that will live forever in my memory 
and keep the hospitality extended me by Mr. 
Sullivan fresh in my mind and foremost in my 
heart. 

The banquet was held at the Knights of 
Pythias banquet hall, which had been elab-

WILSON PLEADS FOR TRUTH AT 


M. P. BOARD OF TRADE 
DINNER

accompanied him from the railroad men’s din- 
Der at the Waldorf to the motion picture gath- 
ering, and it was Mr, Mitchel who expounded 
the President’s views in this regard, and who 
made the plea for co-operation with the Pre- 
paredness policy. 

Mr. Wilson's talk was in the main g plea 
for truth, with the assertion that the time has 
arrived when the American people no longer are 
going to listen to excuses, but will insist Bpon 
a delivery of the goods ‘‘on the spot.” Just 
what his attitude toward the motion picture 1s 
the president did not make quite plain. After 
alluding in a humorous way to his wonderment 
at what he looked like making a speech, he 
said in part: 

“I have sometimes been very much chagrined 
in seeing myself in a motion picture. I have 
often wondered if I really was that kind of a 
guy. The extraordinary rapidity with which 
I walked, for example, the instantaneous and 
apparently automatic nature of my motions: 
the way in which I produce uncommon 
grimaces and altogether the extraordinary ex- 
hibition I make of myself sends me to bed 
very unhappy. And I often think to myself 
that although all the world fs a stage, and men 
and women but actors upon it, after all, the 
external appearance of things are very super 
ficial indeed. 

“I am very much more interested in what 
my fellowmen are thinking about than in the 
motions throngh which they are going, and 
while we unconciously display a great deal of 
human nature in our visible actfons, there are 
some very deep waters within which no pic 
ture can sound. 

“When you think of a great nation, ladies 
and gentlemen, you are not thinking of a vis- 
ible thing; you are thinking of a spiritual 
thing. I suppose a man in pnblic office feels 
this with peculiar poignancy because what it 
is important for him to know are the real, 
genuine sentiments and emotions of those peo- 
ple."’ 

After touching on the Mexican situation the 
President said he found out what was going 
on in the neighbor country by hearing a suffi- 
elently large number of liars talk about it. 
Continuing, he said: 

“And yet underneath all of this are those 
great pulses which throb in great bodies of 
men, and drive the great powers of State. 
And I wonder how men venture to try to de- 
ceive a great nation. There never was a pro- 
founder saying than that of Lincoln's, that you 
can fool all the people sometimes and some 
people all the time, but you can not fool all 
the people all the time. 

“The best way to silence any friend of yours 
whom you know to be a fool is to induce him 
to hire a hall. Nothing chills pretense like ex- 
posure; nothing will bear the tests of examl- 
nation for a shorter length of time than pre- 
tense. At least so I try to persuade myself, 
and set there are some humbugs that have been 
at large a long time. I suppose there is al- 
ways a rising generation whom they can fool, 
but the older heads ought not to permit them- 
selves to be fooled: and I should think that 
in a year like the year 1916, when there is to 
be a common reckoning for everybody, men 
would hurry up and begin to tell the truth. 
They are not hurrying about it: they are tak- 


ing their time: but the American people 
are going to insist upon it before this year Is 
over—that everybody comes up and is counted 
on the great questions of the day. They are 
not going to take any excuses, they are not go- 
ing to take any pretenses, they are going to tn- 
«ist upon the goods delivered on the snot. 
“We all. in our hearts, agree upon the funda- 


mental principles of our lives, of our life as 


» nation. Now. we ought to tax ourselves with 
the duty of seeing that those principles are 
realized in action. and no fooling about it. 


The only diffenlt things in life, Iadies and gen- 
tlemen, are the applications of the principles 


of right and wrong. I can set forth the av- 
stract principles of right and wrong, and so 
can you. But when it comes down to an tn- 
dividual item of conduct, whether in public 
affairs or private affairs, there comes the 
pinch! In the first place, to see the right way 
to do it, and in the second place, to do it that 
way. If we could only agree that in all mat- 
ters of public concern. we wonld adjourn our 
private interests, look each other frankly in the 
face, and say, ‘We are all ready at whatever 
sacrifice of our own interests, to do in com- 
mon the thing that the common weal demands, 
what an irresistible force America would be.’’ 

Commodore J. Stuart Blackton, president of 
the Motion Picture Board of Trade presided 
as toastmaster, responses being made by the 
following: Hon. John Purroy Mitchel, Mayor 
of New York; Dudley Field Malone, collector 
of the port of New York; Edwin Markham, the 
poet; J, W. Binder, executive secretary of the 
Roard of Trade, and the Rev, Cyrus Townsend 
Brady, who made last night what is believed 
to be the shortest after-dinner speech on rec- 
ord. Just six words, as follows: ‘‘How do 
you do? Good night.”’ 

It was about 8:30 before the dinner began, 
the hour preceding being devoted to an in- 
formal reception in the grand ballroom of the 
Biltmore where the festivities were held. 
While the dinner was in progress, and before 
the arrival of the President and his party, 
Toastmaster Blackton suggested a toast, first 
to the President, and then to Mrs. Wilson and 
the other ladies present. The arrival of the 
Chief Executive had been set for 9.45 bat it 
was 10:50 before he made his appearance in the 
banquet hall, Mrs. Wilson, with an escort of 
ladies, first came into view on the south bal- 
cony overlooking the happy diners and bowed 
her appreciation of the cheers and applause 
which greeted her. An instant later Mr. Wil- 
son was escorted to the speakers’ table, amid 
another deafening outburst which continued for 
some time. Mr. Blackton made a few intro- 
ductory remarks, in which he called attention 
to the noble work and purpose of the motion 
pieture. and then introduced the President. 

It was the first time in the history of mo- 
tion pictures that a gathering of men and 
women representing the industry was attended 
by the Chief Executive of the nation, and for 
this fact s'one much credit and praise are due 
to Commodore Blackton and his associates on 
the Board of Trade. It is doubtful if any other 
man than Mr. Blackton could bave induced 
President Wilson to speak before the Motion 
Picture Board of Trade; it is just a criterion 
of the work that Mr. Blackton is doing to 
further the interest of the motion picture in- 
dustry at large.

being unconstitutional and contrary to American 
principles, are still steadfast in their position, 
end private advices from the nation’s capitol 
indicate that some of the other eight members 
are beginning to waver. This is taken to in- 
dicate a great change of attitude, and it would 
be far from surprisirg to the members of the 
Motion Picture Board of Trade if the substitute 
measure were killed in committee, and never 
allowed to reach the House. 

In the meantime, the amendment to Bection 
245, of the penal code, introduced in the House 
by Representative Horace M. Towner, of Iowa, 
and referred to the committee on judiciary by 
which the law is to be amended to include in 
the section the words ‘‘metion picture film,’’ 
stands an excellent chance of being favorably 
reported. This is the legislation advocated by 
the Motion Picture Board of Trade as being the 
solution for whatever laxity the law might now 
allow, and is confidently believed to elarify the 


entire situation. The fact that Towner, who 
was one of the most ardent advocates of the 
original Crafts ‘.easure, has introduced the 


motion picture interests’ proposed legislation is

When the Crafts-Paramount substitute was

refute any such possible idea and to point out 
Plainly that it is and always has been bitterly 
opposed to Federal or any other legalized form 
of censorship, Metro, through its president, 
Richard A. Rowland, has just issued a lengthy 
statement, in which its attitude is made quite 
plan that Metro's position is exactly what it 
always has been, and that it resents any sug- 
gestion that it has made a change of front in 
the censorship fight. Metro’s statement follows: 

“On Tuesday of last week Mr. Hodkinson, of 
the Paramount Pictures Ccrporation, requested 
that Metro give a written statement of its view 
on the matter of Federal censorship, and Metro 


readily responded with the following, which it 
‘Wat undermstom] was to be taien by Mr. Hod- 
kinson with bim to Washington: 

‘We have been opposed to the spirit 
and essence of censurship because it 
places on the few the responsibility of 
judging for the many, becouse censor- 
ship is often construed as an invitation 
to cebsoriousmess, end because in opera- 
tion it bears fruit in rulings that are 
bampering, petty and needless. Such a 
condition makes against progress in any 
art. 

‘On the other hand we welcome regu- 
lation, not censorship, that will protect 
the producer of clean and entertaining 
pictures from the competition of sala- 
cious pictures. 

‘Ia oar opinion ench regulation should 
in plan and operation be broad, sympa 
thetic and designed solely for the protec- 
tion of the public and the manufacturer 
against pictures that are indecent, ob- 
scene or inciting to crime. 

“The regulation should be free from 
the influence of the professionally vir- 
tuous, free from the whimer of politics, 
and operative in so hard-headed and sen- 
sible a manner as to solve the problem 
for the entire country. 

“We hope that this makes our posi- 
tion clear on the subiect.
